ANNUAL  REPORT,  1950 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  Dr.  C.  G.  K.  Thompson,  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during  the 
year  ended  December  31st,  1950.,  terminated  his  services  early  this  year,  it  falls 
to  my  lot  to  present  this  Annual  Report. 

Reference  to  the  Vital  Statistics  which  follow  shows  that  the  births  for 
the  area  decreased  from  the  previous  year’s  total  of  299  to  244.  The  birth  rate 
thus  falls  from  17'25per  1,000  population  in  1949  to  ]3'7  per  1,000  population 
in  1950.  There  was  also  a drop  in  the  birth  rate  for  England  and  Wales  from 
16'7  per  1,000  population  in  1949  to  15  8 per  1,000  population  in  1950. 
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There  has  been  an  increase  in  the  still-birth  rate  from  13 '2  per  1,000 
live  and  still-births  in  1949  to  24  0 per  1,000  live  and  still-births  in  1950.  In 
this  connection,  however,  it  should  be  noted  that  the  rate  in  1949  was  exception- 
ally low  and  in  spite  of  the  increase  the  rate  for  1950  is  still  slightly  below  that 
for  England  and  Wales. 

The  death  rate  fell  slightly  from  11 '21  per  thousand  population  in  1949 
to  10  84  per  1,000  in  1950.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1950  was  ll'O 
per  1,000  population.  There  was  again  an  increase  in  the  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  from  23 T per  1,000  live-births  to  32'8  per  1,000  live-births.  The  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate  in  this  area  because  of  the  comparatively  small  number  of  births 
is,  however  subject  to  violent  fluctuation.  The  Provisional  Infantile  Mortality 
Rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1950  was  29'8  per  1,000  live-births,  itself  a new 
low  record. 

Although  there  was  no  serious  ouubreak  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  increased  to  161  and  scarlet  fever  cases  also 
increased  to  39.  There  were  seven  cases  of  food  poisoning  notified  during  the 
year  and  one  case  of  diphtlieria  in  a patient  who  was  not  protected  by  immunis- 
ation. After  being  without  cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  for  two  years  there 
were  four  cases  in  1950.

MORTUARIES. 

The  Council  provide  two  small  mortuaries,  one  situated  at  Stockport 
Road.  Romiley,  and  one  at  Manor  Road,  Woodley.  The  Council  have  under 
consideration  the  provision  of  a new  Mortuary. 


Private  Street  Works  have  been  approved  for  Warwick  Road  (now  completed) , 
.\shton  Street,  and  South  View,  Woodley  (in  course  of  construction)  and 
the  Lyme  Grove,  Birch  Avenue  Scheme  in  Romiley. 

Bus  Shelters  have  been  under  consideration  during  the  year. 

Public  Lighting.  A new  form  of  lighting  is  being  installed  on  the  Class  II 
road  from  Bents  Lane  to  Birch  vale  Drive. 

Sand  and  Gravel  Inquiry  re  extraction  of  sand  and  gravel  from  the  Goyt

SECTION  C. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Council  are  the  Water  Authority. 

A bulk  supply  is  obtained  from  the  Stockport  Corporation  Water  Depart- 
ment from  the  Goyt,  Kinder,  Lyme  Park  and  Longdendale  sources. 

Analyst’s  Report  on  Water. 

GOYT  VALLEY  (Main  supply)  Tap  on  main  outlet,  filtered  water. 
KINDER.  Filtered  water  tap  on  Venturi  Meter  Chamber. 

LYME  PARK,  Filtered  water  tap  on  main  outlet. 

RESULTS.  Satisfactory,  both  bacteriologically  and  chemically. 


The  water  supply  of  the  area  and  of  its  several  parts  has  been  satisfactory 
(a)  in  quality,  (b)  in  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  were  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and 
weekly  of  the  treated  water  going  into  supply,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

The  water  is  stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical 
filtration  plant  and  subsequently  chlorinated. 

The  water  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo  solvent  action,  with 
satisfactory  results.  The  chemical  analyses  are  dealt  with  in  (ii)  above. 

There  are  no  supplies  by  means  of  stand-pipes.  All  supplies  are  direct 
to  houses. 

Manchester — Longdendale  Supply. 

Report  by  Chief  Chemist.  The  water  has  been  neutralised  with 
hydrate  of  lime  all  through  the  year. 

Sterilisation  by  chloramine  treatment  has  been  applied  continuously.  The 
ammonia  added  in  such  treatment  amounts  for  the  major  parts  of  the  free  and 
and  saline  ammonia  found  in  the  supply.  The  bacteriological  results  are 
excellent. 

The  colour  turbidity  and  organic  matter  content  as  measured  by  the 
oxygen  absorbed  test  are  subject  to  seasonal  variations.  The  other  results  are 
more  or  less  constant. 

Haughton  Green  Water  Supply.  The  water  suppled  to  Haughton 
Green  is  not  filtered,  except  that  it  passes  through  fine  strainers  at  the  Godley 
reservoirs  and  also  is  chlorinated.  Supplies  only  a small  part  of  the  area,  mainly 
Mill  Lane  and  Woodlands  Housing  Estate.

In  small  authorities  it  is  impossible 
to  employ  sufficient  men  to  maintain  a reserve  upon  which  to  call  in  the  event 
of  an  emergency,  and  casual  lalxjur  now  unavailable,  sickness,  absenteeism  and 
holidays  have  a damaging  effect  upon  a regular  collection.

powder  being  used  for  crickets  and  beetles.  The  tip  was  also  sprayed  for  insects 
with  an  Insect  Exterminator.  Regular  disinfestation  by  the  Rodent  Operative 
has  kept  rats  down  to  a minimum.

The  sanitary  accommodation  of  thirteen  Public  Halls,  Cinemas,  etc., 
were  inspected,  all  complied  with  the  regulations,  and  certificates  were  granted 
by  the  Council. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Smoke 
Abatement  Committee  which  resumed  work  in'  1946,  after  suspending  its 
activities  on  the  outbreak  of  hostilities.  The  Committee  comprises  Local  Auth- 
orities within  a radius  of  15  miles  from  Manchester. 

During  the  year  several  smoke  observations  were  taken  of  factory 
chimneys  in  the  district.  Any  contravention  of  the  Council’s  Bye-Laws  which 
occur  is  visited  by  an  officer  of  the  Council  for  the  purpose  of  warning,  and  the 
factory  concerned  is  given  instruction  with  a view  to  abating  the  nuisance.

Mr.  Mallard  states  “It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  with  the  exception  of  one 
milk  which  was  3 3 per  cent  deficient  in  milk-fat,  all  the  samples  were  reported 
as  of  genuine  quality.” 

“The  deficiency  in  the  one  milk  sample  referred  to  was  so  small  that  no 
action  was  taken  thereon  and  accordingly  the  report  is  very  satisfactory.” 

It  is  desirable  that  the  generally  accepted  minimum  basis  of  three  samples 
per  1,000  population  be  borne  in  mind  when  accessing  the  merits  of  the  above- 
mentioned  report. 

(4)  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

There  are  forty  premises  registered  for  the  sale  or  the  storage  of 
ice  cream  intended  for  sale,  and  one  registered  for  the  sale,  or  the  manufacture 
for  the  purpose  of  sale,  of  ice  cream  within  the  district. 

Samples  were  taken  at  the  manufacturer’s  premises  and  at  retailers’ 
premises  within  the  district.  The  latter  were  procured  under  conditions  closely 
corresponding  with  the  occasion  when  the  ordinary  customer  makes  a purchase.

SECTION  E. 


MILK  SUPPLY. 

With  the  inception  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944, 
on  the  1st  October,  1949,  responsbilily  for  the  supervision  of  the  production  of 
milk  was  transferred  from  Local  Authorities  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and 
Fisheries.  The  distribution  of  milk  continues  to  be  supervised  by  the  I.ocal 
Authority’s  Officers. 

At  31st  December,  1950,  there  were  35  Milk  Distributers  and  2 Dairies 
other  than  Dairy  Farms  on  our  Registers. 

Samples  of  milk  are  procured  at  the  dairies  and  “in  course  of  delivery”  for 
bacteriological  examinations  and  biological  testing.

The  necessary  buildings  and  plant  have  been  completed  at  the  Bx-edbur.y 
Sewage  Disposal  Works,  for  the  purpose  of  processing  sludge  and  a quantity  of 
approximately  50  tons  has  been  passed  through  the  grinding  machine  for  sale 
during  the  year.
